Mr. Brain, registrar of 
voters for Sierra Madre, 
said residents may register 
at the City Hall Mondays 
through Fridays, 9 to 5, 
and on Saturdays, from 9 
to 12 noon. 


Sierra Madre residents this year will pay 19 cents more per 
$100 assessed valuation than last year on their property tax bills. 

Total tax bill for the city was placed at $6,309 on each $100 
of assessed valuation yesterday as the Country Board of Super- 
vi.sors set the general county tax rate at $1.93. This is an in¬ 
crease of 33 cents over last year’s $1.60 rate. 

Supervisors .set the school district rate at $2.4879— a jump of 
.0515; Sanitation District No. 15 rate at 22.18 cents—a boost of 
a fraction of a cent; and the Flood Control District rate at 19.51 
cents—an increase of .0039. 

In 1949-50, the school district rate was $2.4364; Sanitation 
District No. 15 rate was 22.05 cents; and the Flood Control

“The Councilman (Noren Eaton) was trying to cloud the issue 
by quoting statistics based on cities throughout the United 
States.” 

(In commenting on Mr. Rau- 
scher’s letter of resignation 
last Tuesday night. Council¬ 
man Eaton cited figures to 
show that Sierra Madre’s wage 
and work week scales were not 
“too far out of line with other 
cities of comparable size.") 

“Siiice I am resigning,” the 
police officer said this Tuesday, 

“I can express my views on 
what the Council should adopt 
in the way of wages and work¬ 
ing hours.” 

“All we ask Is an average of 
what other cities under 10,(K)0 
population in Los Angeles 
County get,” he said. 

The Police Department con¬ 


ducted an Informal survey of 
the 10 county cities below 10 ,- 
000 population in July of 1949, 
Mr. Rauscher said he did not 
think the Council ever has seen 
this survey. 

In the survey, the following 
cities were considered: El Mon¬ 
te, El Segundo, Signal Hill, 
Azusa, Claremont, Covina, Glen¬ 
dora, La Verne, West Covina, 
and Sierra Madre. Only two 
cities—El Monte and Azusa— 
are larger than Sierra Madre.

Meeting this week at Arrow¬ 
head Springs Hotel are 70 mem¬ 
bers of the administrative and 
supervisory staffs of the 32 
schools in the Pasadena School 
District. 

In planning for the coming 
school year, school officials 
will discuss six problems: 

1. How can the school sys¬ 
tem do the best job possible in 
teaching the “three R’s?” 

2. What is good discipline for 
our American way of life and 
how can it best be attained? 

3. How can the schools be 
most effective in teaching 
American ideals? 

4. How can personnel of the 
most effectively together in 
providing a sound educational 
program? 

5. How can each school fac¬ 
ulty work most successfully 
with the parents in insuring a 
good educational program? 

6. How can the school sys¬ 
tem as a whole work most ef¬ 
fectively with the Pasadena 
community in insuring a good 
educational program? 

The Board of Education and 
representatives from all news¬ 
papers in the area had been 
invited to attend the conference 
which closes today. 


There have not been too 
many s u m m e rs with quite 
such a long spell of continu¬ 
ous dry heat. Not that we re¬ 
member. You could nearly al¬ 
ways assume that after a few 
days there would be some sort 
of dampness. Not complaining 
—you must remember, just re¬ 
minding you that dry spells 
mean fire danger. 

There would be no sense in 
complaining of such wonderful 
weather as we enjoy here. In 
the sun throughout the day 
it’s rather hot, but at night 
glorious. Despite the great wea¬ 
ther, we don’t want fires to 
start. ' 

A recent fire that gave the 
appearance of great disaster 
was soon extinguished. This 
fire was not reported until 
flame had consumed much of 
the buildings. 

An early arrival of the fire 
truck driven by Ralph Twedell 
kept the fire from spreading. 
The attraction of the high flare 
in the sky brought out many 
more than the usual abundant 
number of spectators. Sierra 
Madre boulevard would have 
been a most difficult location 
to place a fire truck in case 
of fire there. 

Residents once more are urg¬ 
ed to keep a safe distance from 
the location of a fire. If the 
trucks are at the scene, there 
always are a number of fire 
fighters that need to get in. 

Help is always welcome, but 
it is much preferred that the 
men who are acquainted with 
the equipment be given the 
first chance. 

You are not insured against 
accident unless you have been 
requested to help by one of the 
officers of the Fire Department. 
In and around a fire without 
request by an official relieves 
any one of a responsibility if 
you are hurt or killed. 

Fire fighters may look dumb 
—but at least they use the 
equipment and know a little 
about it. 

Fire raging In other sections 
of the county must remind us 
that, if we are to avoid them 
here, we will have to use cau¬ 
tion. We can’t leave an open 
fire and expect to keep fires 
from Sierra Madre. Fires al¬ 
ways start from an unexpected 
source. 

After having been burning 
in the open for years and years 
does not mean that it is safe 
to continue such an operation. 
One fire may be the holocaust 
that will destroy Sierra Madre’s 
beauty. This fire can be start¬ 
ed by permitting a spark to 
soar from one backyard to an¬ 
other. Both parties in such a 
case would be responsible. 

If we but remember that a 
simmering leaf can easily lead 
to another larger leaf and then 
to something more susceptible 
to fire and so on. FIRE, FIRE, 
FIRE! Let’s make that a rare 
call here. 

We can do It. We have so 
many less than other places 
that we could, if we tried, just 
about eliminate fires from the 
news. 

’There are many fire preven¬ 
tion measures to practice. That 
one about the children playing 
with

program of “Re-Tooling for the 
Future,” the city engineer 
pointed out that Sierra Madre 
fell behind during World War 
II. At present the city is caught 
by two problems: the extreme 
demand on our resources, and 
inadequate funds to meet this 
demand. 

“Approximately 20 miles of 
pipeline should be replaced in 
the city,” he said. "During the 
next 10 years, citizens will see 
an average yearly expenditure 
of $40,000 for replacing pipe¬ 
lines and incrca.sing the size of 
our water mains.” 

Mr. Shatto estimated that 
the water department needs 
around .$12,000 for an auto¬ 
matic ditch-digger. At pre.sent, 
the city rents one at $12 an 
hour. In 1000 hours, the co.st 
of a digger is paid, and the 
city still doesn’t own one, he 
said. 

Concerning street improve¬ 
ments, Mr. Shatto said Lima, 
Highland, and Auburn will bo 
repaired in the near future to 
give an improved through street 
every four blocks both east and 
west. 

“In a period of increasing 
public demands, the Council 
feels it should ‘hold the line’ 
right now and not increase city 
expenditures wherever pos¬ 
sible,” he said.

Within this loop some of California’s most 
engaging and typical history was made — min¬ 
ing, political feuds and Indian difficulties.

• The discovery of gold and oil in Kern County 
brought to Bakersfield the color and vigor of the 
earlier Mother Lode boom days and all of the 
roughness and toughness of unrestricted camp life 
was assumed. Today, however, this great metrop¬ 
olis is an important oil-producing and refining 
center as well as agricultural trade headquarters 
for the rich San Joaquin Valley.,, 

• .4bout 13 miles from Woody, the road winds 
through pine forests and mountain glens and the 
slopes here are covered with great oaks and a pro¬ 
fusion of buckeye. Greenliorn Mountain Park is 
an ideal picnic or camping area and from ne.arby 
Alta Sierra one may see in the distance the north 
and south forks of the Kern River, Walker Pass 
and several lofty mountain peaks. Center photo 
shows roadway leading out of mountain area ... 

• A visit to California Hot Springs affords an in¬ 
teresting side trip if time allosvs. This is one of 
the oldest of such resorts in the State and the land¬ 
scaping hereabouts is strikingly scenic,.. 

• Kernville, a beautiful little town with giant 
cottonwoods lining its main street, c.ime to life as 
Whiskey Flat during the 1853 gold rush. The 
community still busies itself with mining on a 
small scale and maintains its characteristically 
"western” appearance which serves as a magnet to 
draw motion picture companies on location ... 

• From Kernville, the highway parallels the beau¬ 
tiful Kern River (top photo), passing through such 
towns as Isabella, Bodfish and Havilah. These were 
important mining camps during the boom days. 
Isabella, particularly, is worth a visit as it was here 
that native Tubatuiabal Indians left petroglyphs 
and paintings on the rocks near the river. These 
signs are so unique that even Smithsonian Institu¬ 
tion officials were baffled. Lower photo shows water¬ 
fall near Havilah.

Southern California Edison 
Company’s new Monrovia com¬ 
mercial office at 134 W. Lime 
avenue, will be completed Sept. 
5, according to C. O. Wedberg, 
Edison Company district man¬ 
ager. It will replace the com- 
many's former office at 415 S. 
Myrtle avenue. 

Built at an approximate cost 
of $180,000, the new office con¬ 
tains the most modern facili¬ 
ties available and will provide 
increased comfort and conven¬ 
ience for employees and cus¬ 
tomers alike, Mr. Wedberg said. 


To date, seven Sierra Madre 
streets have received “seal- 
coating” treatments in the 
city’s current repair program 
of secondary streets. 

Director of Public Works Har¬ 
ry H. Shatto said the streets 
treated so far are Orange 
Grove, Carter, San Gabriel 
Court, Alegrla, Canyon, South 
Sunnyside and Sturtevant Dr. 

Olive and Mira Monte are 
scheduled for work on Friday, 
he said. 

Mr. Shatto explained that 
"seal-coating” does not consti¬ 
tute major construction. In¬ 
stead, the oil treatment is in¬ 
tended only to prevent the 
pavement from breaking up 
and eliminate minor irregular¬ 
ities. 

The oil serves to “liven up" 
the streets and to maintain 
flexible surfaces, he said. 

Mr. Shatto pointed out that 
cost of seal-coating the six 
streets has averaged from 3 
cents to 6 cents a square yard. 
Average private bid for the job, 
he said, was 9 cents.
